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FOREWORD 


Watercolor is a favored medium in California to the point whete it is not 
infrequent to hear of the ‘'California style”. The term means different things 
at different times, but it always implies a mastery of technique. In that respect 
the present Annual does fit the category, for the standard is high throughout. 
Otherwise it escapes such limitation, for it includes a great variety of styles 
and creative points of view. 

Certain familiar tendencies appear as dominant, but not exclusive, modes of 
expression: abstractions, the semi-abstraction first associated with the Berke- 
ley group, a lyrical, moody, expressionistic style,—but individual handling 
of medium to express and reflect sensitively the personality of the artist is 
generally obvious, 

Again the Art Association has soug'it the widest possible bas‘s for selection 
by using two jury groups, and by devising ways to allow complete inde- 
pendence of judgment on the part of individual jurors—half professional 
artists of established reputation, half “‘layraen” in the sense that they:are not 


practising nor professional artists, though by profession they are diversely 
experienced in judgment of art. The result is the Tenth Annual which ex- 


hibitors and public may judge for themselves, 


If the show did not arouse some dissatisfactions, it would not be true to form 
for an open, juried show. But it is hard to foresee grounds of complaint. As 
usual the jurors gave much time and care to arrive at their considered deci- 
sions. As usual they sought to assemble the best possible show from the 
material submitted. At best it is a wearying task the jurors have, and always 
it is ungrateful, for however hard they work, and however earnestly they 
strive, those who fail of acceptance,—and some there must be,—will feel 
aggrieved. But contemporary art has yet to find a fairer method of assem- 
bling an exhibition, where known and unknown can alike compete for ap- 
pearance before the public. 

The Museum takes its usual satisfaction in playing host to the exhibition and 
is honored to contribute in this manner to the San Francisco Art Association’s 
encouragement of art.
